For this I Gay, if Sax! had not loft thay ſpirit of Propheſie by 
his diſobedience, as he once had, when We good ſpirit depart- 
cel from him, he might haveenquired of the Ephod, and have 
been anſwered with a motional voice by the Ephod, as he was 

by enquiring of a Witch. 
Fer the ſpirit of Sawas! did ſpeak no more to Sa, then 
the Spirit of God did ſpeak to David, they were both motional 
Voices that did ariſe from their two ſeeds, the one voſce ſpake 
ace and deliverance, and the other ſpake wrath and deſtru- 
— the one did enquire in the way that God did appoĩat, even
